The percentage 
utilization factor translates to a hefty 122 per cent, with projected 
enrolments keeping the factor above 100 per cent into the year 2000. 

Conversely, Didsbury High School was listed at a 1996 total of 284 
students against a school capacity of 545, dropping the utilization 
factor to approximately 60 per cent. 

Ed Yates, of E.Y. Yates Consulting Inc., who prepared recommen¬ 
dations for the school board, suggested two possible solutions regard¬ 
ing the inequity in his summary: 

“Westglen Middle School (Grades 5 ■ 8) in Didsbury is operating 
above 100 per cent of capacity and is projected to do so for the next five 
years. At the same time, Didsbury High School is operating at 60 per 
cent. This situation can be remedied in one of two ways; the first is to 
have the grade eight students attend Didsbury High School; the 
second is to have Didsbury High School and Westglen Middle School 
exchange buildings. The second option is recommended as it will not 
only address facility needs for enrolment but program needs as well. 
Didsbury High School is in need of a two station gym for their 
programs while Westglen has a two station gym which is not required 
for their programs.”

Red Deer chosen as 911 server

The service provider for county-wide 911 service was selected on 
June 17, and after a thorough investigation of alternatives, the City 
of Red Deer emerged as the unanimous choice. 

Provider fees, administration costs and AGT charges will bring the 
total charge to 86 cents which will appear on phone bills once the 
system is up and running. 

The next step in the process is for individual urban and county 
councils to pass resolutions authorizing the City of Red Deer as 
provider and AGT as the carrier. By-laws must also be adopted 
authorizing that charges are assigned to telephone subscribers. 

Individual councils will be budgeting for a once-a-year $250 fiat 
charge and will be required to provide their own printer, modem and 
fax equipment at the receiving end. 

Councils are also charged with compiling and providing a complete 
list of data-base information which must be input. Getting the system 
up and running is the immediate task at hand, and Red Deer 911 
provider representatives at the meeting said they anticipated no 
difficulties in bringing the County of Mountain View on line before 
the end of 1996.

Teachers in the Chinook’s 
Edge school division will break 
for the summer without reaching 
an end to protracted contract ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Last Wednesday’s settlement 
of the retro-active pay issue to 
north ward teachers who were 
awarded reinstatement of 
rollback cuts is unrelated to cur¬ 
rent negotiations regarding set¬ 
tlement of a region-wide contract 
for all teachers in Region 5, but 
the decision may affect the proc¬ 
ess. 

A recent majority decision by 
arbitrators supporting the griev¬ 
ance filed by teachers in the north 
ward of the school division to re¬ 


instate a 5 per cent rollback im¬ 
posed in the aftermath of provin¬ 
cial funding cuts in 1994, resulted 
in Chinook’s Edge trustees rein¬ 
stating the amount, with inter¬ 
est, retroactive to September 1, 
1995. 

While averages change with 
each contract successfully nego¬ 
tiated, the provincial average in¬ 
crease in teachers’ salaries hov¬ 
ers at around 1.28 per cent. 

Negotiations between teachers 
and trustees wrapped up on June 
12 without reaching a single con¬ 
tract resolution for all teachers in 
the division for the 1995/96 school 
year.

(Red Deer and the former County 
of Mountain View division) meant 
that Chinook’s Edge trustees 
came into the process dealing with 
two separate contracts. Until a 
joint agreement is reached by all 
parties, teachers from the north 
and south wards continue to work 
without contracts in place. 

School board negotiator, trus¬ 
tee Linda Yargeau preferred not 
to comment on how this decision 
will affect current negotiations 
beyond saying, “I suspect it will 
make our task much more diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Bob Worsfold, negotiator for 
the teachers, said he was “as opti¬ 
mistic as possible. We’ve been try¬ 
ing to negotiate [a new contract]; 
at the moment we don’t have an¬ 
other date set to meet. We’ll prob¬ 
ably wait until fall. We’re hoping 
to achieve I a resolution] early next 
school term.”

Two counts of 'Possession of Marijuana for the Purpose of 
Trafficing 1 and 'Cultivation of Marijuana' were charged against 
Morris Robert Zima, Janet Erleen Zima and Allan James Yoner. ; 

At approximately 2 p.m., June 21, members of the Didsbury 
RCMP executed two serarch warrants. Approximately 10 mari¬ 
juana plants were recovered following a search of the Zima 
property located just west of Bergen. 

Later that same day, at approximately 7 p.m., approximately 
20 marijuana plants and several pounds of dried product were 
discovered at the Yoner property by RCMP, equipped with 
search warrants 

All three parties are scheduled to appear in court July 31,1996.

That was the message key note 
speaker MLA Roy Brassard 
brought to the Didsbury Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce at their final 
meeting before recessing for their 
summer break.

Brassard added that the key to 
keeping abreast of what’s new in 
the work place was in remember¬ 
ing that while one might leave a 
traditional educational environ¬ 
ment, no one ever truly stops 
learning.

We 
have also asked a School Council 
to send a member for inclusion on 
the Principal Selection Commit¬ 
tee when it is for their individual 
school. This has certainly been 
welcomed by School Councils and 
has proved to be beneficial for all 
concerned. The question regard¬ 
ing the availability of minutes 
has been asked. In fact we checked 
into the printing of the minutes 
in the various newspapers and 
the cost was somewhat prohibi¬ 
tive because of the room that they 
require when printed. So we have 
placed the minutes on the EMail 
and this allows each school to pull 
off the minutes at anytime. So if 


you would like a copy then ask at 
your local school. 

The term we continually use 
in Education is life-long learner. 
This is definitely the case in Edu¬ 
cation right now. One of the most 
important lessons that I have 
learned during my last seven 
years as trustee is that Education 
is an evolving process. Anyone in 
Education has to work twice as 
hard to try and keep up to all the 
changes going on rightnow. There 
are so many things that are dif¬ 
ferent in the classroom these days. 
The learning environment for 
students has changed or will be 
changing. Administration has 
completely changed and will be a 
very challenging occupation for 
the next few years. Parents have 
taken on a new role in School 
Councils.

I admit up front that I have some¬ 
thing approaching a morbid fascina¬ 
tion with cataclysmic disaster. From 
‘Towering Inferno ’ to ‘Earthquake (in 
Sensurround!) ', I think I’ve seen every 
hurricane, tidal wave, and tornado 
that ever appeared on screen- with 
the exception of ‘Twister’, and that’s 
only because I haven’t had a break in 
evening meetings to be covered for a 
while. (I guess ‘The Wizard of Oz’ is 
going to have to hold me for now.) 

Poseidon Adventure, (the movie in 
which Gene Hackman’s character bravely navigates a route to 
the bottom of an overturned ocean liner to liberate a small band 
of survivors) was a bomb at the box office, but a big hit with me 
as a kid. After we came out of the theatre I spent what remained 
of our summer Saturday afternoon dragging my school buddies 
into every store on the downtown mall to figure out how we’d 
‘escape’ should (for example) the Bay, suddenly turn over. 

More recently, I sat on the edge of my seat through ‘Threads’, 
the British version of ‘A Day After’. Diligently researched and 
dramatically graphic, the aftermath of the devastation wreaked 
by nuclear war played out as harrowing indeed. 

Of course, it’s one thing to be entertained by special effects 
on a giant screen, and something else altogether to find your¬ 
self suddenly dealing with a geniune emergency of disastrous 
proportions... 

Last Thursday I got a front row seat at a Town of Didsbury 
disaster action plan meeting. Seated around the board room 
table in the town library were representatives from the fire and 
police departments, the hospital, the school board transporta¬ 
tion department, town administration and council; individuals 
and officials who would be called upon to restore order from 
chaos in the event of a disaster in Didsbury. 

Didsbury’s disaster services coordinator, Robert Wright, walked 
us through the fundamentals of Didsbury’s contingency plans 
matter of factly, using an overhead projector to clarify details in 
the presentation. Wright, a Calgary firefighter and the local 
deputy chief of our own local volunteer fire department, took over 
the reins from A1 Hansen who set the original plan in motion. 

Depending on the magnitude of the emergency- and what 
range of elements emergency personnel find themselves deal¬ 
ing with- dozens, perhaps hundreds, of Didsburians could be 
called on to help with a host of tasks and responsiblities. We all 
have to remember that in a disaster situation, there is no time 
to debate with those who "would prefer not to get involved until 
it personally affects me or my family.” Sorry gang , when the 
situation becomes critical, you lose your vote in the "inter¬ 
action" department - we re all involved at that point. 

The key here is: should a situation become critical, Didsbury 
now has a plan in place to deal with almost every circumstance 
conceivable. I hope we never have cause or reason to test it out, 
but it is reassuring to know it's is in place, just in case. 


communities has been less avail¬ 
able. Until the introduction of 
Benefits Based Recreation, the 
positive impacts of recreation 
communities has not been stud¬ 
ied, communicated, or integrated 
into recreation service delivery. 

Benefits Based Recreation is 
built on the belief that recreation 
yields benefits for individuals and 
can also contribute to communi¬ 
ties by adding value (public good). 

This is where opportunity 
beckons in terms of the benefits 


based approach to recreation. 
Moving from curent practices to 
Benefits Based Recreation re¬ 
quires a shift in attitudes and 
behaviours. While operating fa¬ 
cilities and organizing activities 
are important functions of a rec¬ 
reation organization, it is impor¬ 
tant that elected officials, practi¬ 
tioners, and communities move 
away from thinking that those 
functions are the "ends” or goals. 

A shift must take place toward 
seeing these functions as the 
"means" to generating desired 
outcomes and benefits. Opportu¬ 
nity exists for health prevention, 
resolution of social issues, and 
meeting unique community 
needs; therefore, increasing the 
awareness of the value of recrea¬ 


tion. When the focus is shifted 
from a "programming mindset" 
to a "benefits mindset", thinking 
is moved away from features such 
as the size of the facility to the 
possible benefits for an entire fam¬ 
ily participating in activities of 
their choice with no extra driving 
or scheduling. In essence, this is a 
marketing approach providing 
stakeholders or customers with 
specific benefits that will attract 
them to participate in, buy, or 
sponsor a product or service. 

Adopting a "benefits mindset" 
is simply a new way at looking at 
recreation and its potential im¬ 
pacts. It means viewing each plan¬ 
ning process, each facility, and 
program as an opportunity to gen-

One by one, the grads entered 
the hall: Barbara Thorpe in her 
50’s ‘do’ and saffron frock; David

Tocher will be spending the 
summer as a child care worker 
and eventually hopes to further 
her education and make her 
dream of becoming a child and 
youth care worker a reality. 

Thorpe described her time at 
Outreach as “rewarding”. She 
said the teaching staff had helped 
her to develop self discipline and 
widen her horizons. “I have a few 
more choices now,” she said. 

Russell Moench found a flex¬ 
ibility at Outreach that other 
schools cannot offer. 

“I could go to school and work 
at the same time,” Moench said. 

Robert Franz said Outreach 
teachers had a gift for bringing 
out the best in their students. 

“They help you with your self- 
confidence,” Franz said. “There 
was more freedom than I thought 
there’d be, but it was hard work. ” 
Franz, who gained enough cred¬ 
its to graduate in January ap¬ 
peared to be enjoying the reun¬ 
ion, adding, “It was hard but we 
had fun too.” 

Arlene Carvell said conven¬ 
tional schooling methods had not 
worked in her case, but the 
Outreach school program offered 
compromises accommodating 
school work and a job with nei¬ 
ther forced to suffer. Her ambi¬ 
tion is to “get a better education” 
and work her way into a decorat¬ 
ing career.

She wants the children to write 
back, and we have an offer from 
Tammy Hoff in Olds to translate 
the letters for us.

On June 7 our son, John, got his Ph.D. from the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology and months ahead of time we 
parents were sent information from the Alumni Assn., the 
Coordinator of Services, the Official Photographer, the MIT 
Class of96 re: events during senior week, Boston Duck Tours, 
Boston Pops, the MIT business office and the Commencement 
Committee. The main guide was most helpful and the very first 
thing on the very first page read as follows. "Each Graduate at 
the Commencement Exercises is alloted four guest tickets. No 
additional tickets are available. A ticket is required for each 
guest requiringa seat, including children. Tickets will be issued 
to graduates upon their presenting a current MIT ID card or 
picture identification in the Information Centre room 7 - 121on 
the followingdays and times. No one will be admitted without a 
ticket." 

There are six people in our immediate family. John would not 
need a ticket but that still left five of us and if you add a couple 
of aunts that were thinking of going and an uncle in Ottawa who 
might come and friends in Boston that he would like to ask, four 
tickets were notgoingto go veryfar. But the rules were clear. "No 
additional tickets are available." We decided that his mom and 
dad and older brother Mark would go and he could give his 
fourth ticket to a friend. 

The ceremonies for the Ph.Ds took place in two parts and on 
joining days. Day one was The Hooding Ceremony and applied 
only to graduates who were receiving Ph.Ds. There were only 
261 of these and the event was inside. We took the U nderground 
to the MIT campus and the duPont Centre gymnasium. A ticket 
was not required. After the hooding ceremony there was a 
reception and after that Ralph, Mark, John and I strolled about 
the campus meeting John's friends and seeing famous land¬ 
marks. The Student Centre, Chapel, Library, Infinite Corridor, 
Art Center, museums and galleries, statues, sculpture, wonder¬ 
ful trees. We stopped at the main office to inquire about photos 
and in two or three places we saw ads posted. "Commencement 
ticket for sale, $50.00 call..." During our campus walk John 
pointed out Killian Court where the next day's ceremonies 
would be held. Killian Court is the front yard for the MIT Dome. 
Picture a front yard about the size of two football fields with 
several huge trees on each side and an enormous centre area in 
grass. The exercises began at 10:30 a.m. but admission would 
begin at 8:45. We decided that we would come as early as 
possible and try for a seat under the trees because the centre 
area was going to be sunburn city. There were more than 2,000 
grads in this group, and if each one brought four guests one 
could assume thousands of people. No wonder there were no 
additional tickets available. 

We were all up early the next morning, dressed in our best 
and wearing hats because even if we did sit in the shade we 
would be there for hours. John left the house first because he 
had to find his position in the academic parade. He had been 
gone about five minutes when Ralph asked me, "do you have the 
tickets?" I didn't have them and neither did Mark. We rushed up 
to John's room and began a frantic search. John has some kind 
of filing system that begins with assorted piles at floor level and 
may make sense to him but it was useless to us. We three, poor, 
ticketless fools raced for the Subway formulating plans as we 
ran. "I know where the procession is forming", Mark said. "I will 
try to find John in case he has the tickets in his pocket." "I will 
wait at the big black sculpture where I can watch both ways in 
case he is trying to find us” Ralph offered, and I decided to go 
directly to Killian Court and throw myself upon the mercy of 
strangers. 

I can t imagine how Mark found his brother among 2,000 
identical black robes but he did. John did not have the tickets. 
Mark snatched his student ID and raced for the main office. 
Meanwhile I was telling the official at the entrance that, ”my son 
who is supposed to be brilliant but is obviously not as bright as 
we have been led to believe, has forgotten to give us our tickets 
and we have come all the way from Alberta and oh please, 
please."

The style and appearance of the con¬ 
struction elements found on historic 
buildings can often be seen in to¬ 
day’s new structures. One difference 
between the historic and the new is 
that these elements were designed 
into historic buildings as necessary 
and essential construction details, 
while today they are often added as 
appearance items. 

Elements such as cornices, 
brackets, parapets, pilasters, piers, 
finials, clerestory, transoms, 
dentines, exposed sills and lintels, 
and cupolas (among other elements) 
can again be found on many of our 
newer post-modern buildings. These 
elements were found on Edwardian 
Classical, Modern Classical, Art 


Deco, International, Modeme and 
the various revival style buildings of¬ 
ten because they derived from the 
basic architectural vocabulary of 
those styles. 

The middle to late 20th century 
has found a remarkable change in 
the scale as well as the style of both 
public and commercial structures. 
One of the strongest driving forces 
behind 20th century architecture 
were the new techniques of construc¬ 
tion that freed the designer from the 
requirement of load-bearing wall 
construction and 2 or three story 
design - the structural steel frame 
and the elevator. As well the ever 
expanding choice of manufactured 
materials has increased the number 
of decisions that the designer must 
make. 

The period of “modem” and 
“post-modem” architecture is an 
intellectual (as well as a construc¬ 
tion) approach that was rooted in 
nineteenth century European archi¬ 
tecture. This thinking has been ex¬ 
pressed as the ideas of “form follows 
function”, strict functional planning 
and the end of ornamentation. 
These ideas became the tall steel- 
and-glass towers and open plan 
houses. 


During the second half of this 
century a reaction began to take 
place to the increasingly massive 
commercial developments. These 
developments were often at 
loggerhead with the older, modest 
neighborhoods in which they were 
located. 

A noticeable decline of the qual¬ 
ity of many neighborhood environ¬ 
ments and an increased interest in 
issues such as the preservation of 
historic architecture and creating 
more livable communities has be¬ 
come more important. The impor¬ 
tance of community values and par¬ 
ticipation in decision making are also 
trends that have underlain the de¬ 
velopment of post-modem architec¬ 
ture, as well as society. This post-mod¬ 
em trend in architecture reflects the 
attempt to use older, humanistic 
ideas in new ways including the “re¬ 
cycling” of old architectural elements 
in new construction, and historic 
building rehabilitation.

Offices of The Canadian Na¬ 
tional Institute for the Blind 
(CNIB) in Alberta have received 
a significant number of com¬ 
plaints about telephone 
solicitation asking for donations 
to a variety of organizations "for 
the blind". 

"We'd just like people to know 
that the CNIB is not telephone 
soliciting right now, and these 
calls are not connected to us," 
said Cathy McFee, Acting Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the CNIB Al- 
berta-NWT Division. 

Complaints received at the 
CNIB in the past six months in¬ 
clude descriptions of rude and 
coercive calls from telephone so¬ 
licitors and callers who claim to 
be following up on past dona¬ 
tions to the CNIB. 

"The CNIB definitely does not 
share its donor list with anyone," 
McFee said. "These telephone so¬ 
licitors appear to be calling peo¬ 
ple randomly from the telephone
